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Section 1. Section 88A.3, Code 2007, is amended to read as
follows:

The commissioner shall adopt and—issue rules for the safe
installation, repair, maintenance, use, operation, and
inspection of amusement devices, amusement rides, concession
booths, and related electrical equipment at carnivals and
fairs to the extent necessary for the protection of the
public. The rules shall be based upenr on generally accepted
10 engineering standards and shall be concerned with, but not
11 necessarily limited to, engineering force stresses, safety
12 devices, and preventive maintenance. Whenrever—sueh If
13 standards are available in suitable form #hey., the standards
14 may be incorporated by reference. The rules shall provide for
15 the reporting of accidents_and injuries incurred_from the
16 operation of amusement devices or rides, concession booths, or
17 related electrical equipment.

Sec. 3. EFFECTIVE DATE. The section of this Act amending
section 88A.4 takes effect January 1, 2008.

EXPLANATION

Effective January 1, 2008, this bill establishes new fees
for the inspection of amusement rides and devices and for
related permits.
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
